Fire Fighter John 
Henderson gets 
Medal of Honor

Fire Fighter John Henderson was presented 
with a Medal of Honor, the highest award 
the Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Department can give, for pulling a small 
child from her blazing home at 47515 
Denton Road last Dec. 13. 

Fire Fighter Henderson was honored 
at the April 5 meeting of the VBT Board 
of Trustees, along with nine others who 
participated in the Public Safety response 
to the fire. 

“All played pivotal roles,’ said Public 
Safety Director Greg Laurain, pointing out 
the house was ablaze, electrical lines were 
down, and there was a natural gas fire at 
the scene. 

When the VBT Fire Department arrived, 
a police officer directed the fire fighter to a 
small child in the blaze. 

“Fire Fighter Henderson decided to risk 
his own life on the chance he could save a 
child,” Laurain said. 

“These are heroes you see standing before 
you tonight,” he said. 

He said a committee of their peers 
convened twice to determine the awards. 

“It was a team effort,” he said, adding 
they must recognize the City of Belleville’s 
Police and Fire Departments and Sumpter 
Township Fire Department that aided 
them. 

He said Belleville Officer Mark Aldrich 
was the first officer at the scene and he 
pinpointed where the child was located. A 
child was crying that was no longer crying. 
Police officers were beaten back by the 
intense heat. 

Officer Aldrich could not be there for 
the awards and he was to be presented a 
Director’s Award. 

Fire Chief Dan Besson told the story of 
what happened the morning of the fire.

was driving the fire truck and Fire Fighter 
Henderson jumped out and headed to the 
fire as soon as they arrived with Officer 
Aldrich pointing out where the child was 
located. Henderson had forgotten his 
helmet and made the split-second decision 
to attempt to save a life without it. 

The fire was very hot and he had seconds 
to make a decision, to go or not to go. He 
made that decision and now is being given 
the Medal of Honor for extraordinary 
heroism, “the highest award we can give,” 
Chief Besson said. 

Chief Besson said Henderson has also 
been nominated for two national life-saving 
awards, one at Fire House Magazine and

34" District Court to move to Merriman Elem. School by Aug. 1

By Aug. 1, the 34" District Court in 
Romulus should be temporarily housed in 
the former Merriman Elementary School, 
15303 Merriman Road, south of Eureka, 
while the current building is being partially 
demolished and rebuilt. 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green said on 
Friday that they hadn’t expected to vacate 
the current building while the upgrades 
were put in place, but over the past month 
it was apparent they would save money if 
they just got out of the way. 

“As much as I would not like to do that, 
we will. It’s a business decision, but it’s 
going to be an ordeal,” she said. “Hopefully 
the chaos will be organized.” 

It is expected to take somewhere between 
12 and 18 months before they can move 
back into the new facility. The $11 million 
project will add 15,000 square feet to the 
25 ,000-square-foot building. 

The court has hired OHM as architect and 
George Auch as construction manager. Last 
week, Judge Green, Judge Brian Oakley, 
and Court Administrator / Magistrate Al 
Hindman went to 52-3 district court in 
Rochester Hills to check on Auch’s work 
and get ideas for the new building. 

The bond will be paid through a $20 
funding unit fee that has been levied on 
all tickets for the past year and a half and 
continues to be levied. While the City of 
Romulus is pledging its full faith and credit 
to the bonds, the court will be making all 


the bond payments. 

“The building will be paying for itself,” 
Judge Green said. “The city is not sticking 
its neck out.” 

Judge Green said sometime in May she 
expects to go before the communities in 
the 34" District Court area to present the 
court’s new budget and explain what is 
going on with the building upgrades. She 
plans to bring a new illustration of the 
building to show to the communities. 

The 34" District Court services the cities of 
Belleville and Romulus and the townships 
of Huron, Van Buren, and Sumpter, as well 
as Lower Huron Metropark and Metro 
Airport. 

Last week, offenders assigned to the 
court’s work program started working on 
Merriman School to get it liveable for the 
court. Judge Green said they didn’t want 
to pay construction crews to do the work 
when the work program could do it. 

The court will have just half of the school 
building, sharing it with another renter. 

The courtrooms will be in classrooms and 


the three judges and their clerks will share 
a single, central classroom. 

“We don’t have the ability for privacy and 
it will be very cozy. We’ll all be together,” 
Judge Green said, noting they might want 
to put tape on the floor to separate the 
offices. 

Judge Green said working on the new 
court is like having a new part-time job. 
She and Judge Oakley and Hindman have 
been meeting every Thursday and now 
are being joined by Judge David Parrott. 
Hindman is putting in many hours before 
his regular work day and after his work day 
is over. They are all working without extra 
pay, she said. 

She said at the end of the project, it will 
be Hindman who will be getting all the 
credit for getting the building completed 
because he is working so hard. 

Judge Oakley half-jokingly said he 
expects Hindman to have turned into a 
stooped-over old man with white hair after 
the project is over because he is putting in 
so many hours. 
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“It’s a labor of love,” said Judge Green. 
“We think the community needs this. We 
didn’t realize how much work it was going 
to be, but I don’t want to turn this over to 
anyone else. 

“Al is the front person, doing all of the 
leg work,” she emphasized. 

Judge Green said they will build the 
project around the dollars, not the dollars 
around the project, meaning they will not 
go over the bond amount available. She 
said they expected to get numbers from the 
construction manager on April 12. 

She said the new building will have 
technology that will allow the court to 
go paperless and have more capabilities. 
She said most of the ticket payers are not 
criminals, but customers. She wants to 
make the court visit as “not unpleasant” as 
possible for its customers since for most 
people their only experience with the court 
is to deal with a ticket. 

“We will be better able to serve the 
public,” Judge Green said. 


Public gives input into what it wants in a new school superintendent

After the school board completed about 
an hour’s worth of business at Monday’s 
meeting, Dr. Rodney Green was given the 
floor. 

He asked the 50 people present in 
the audience for their input on the 
superintendent search and they were ready 
with lots of responses. 

Dr. Green represented the Michigan 
Association of School Boards which was 
chosen to conduct the search for the district 
in order to get a new superintendent in 
place by July 1. 

Former superintendent Michael Van 
Tassel was fired in February. 

Dr. Green started off the day Monday 
with an 11 am. meeting with school 
personnel and continued on with meetings 
that included students. He said he met 
with six groups throughout the day before 
asking for input from the public at the 7 
p.m. board meeting. 

Dr. Green gave the upcoming schedule 
for the search as: 


e April 18 — board work/study meeting 
to approve candidate profile and get final 
report on online survey. 

e March-May — advertising vacancy and 
recruiting candidates. 

e May 10- application deadline, notebook 
of all candidate’s resumes prepared for 
board members. 

e May 16 — prepare interviews in a work/ 
study meeting, narrow the field down to six 
or so, referring to candidates by numbers 
until they are selected for interviews, then 
they are named. 

e May 24, 25 — 
two or three. 

e May 31 — final interviews. 

e June 2-6 — site visits, if desired. 

e June 13 — superintendent contract 
approval. 

Dr. Green said the superintendent search 
will be completely open and all decisions 
made in meetings open to the public. He 
said all deliberations and interviews will be 
open to the public. 

For the first round of interviews, the 
public will be invited to fill out feedback 


initial interviews, choose 


sheets on the candidates. For the second 
round, the public will be invited to write 
questions for the candidates that will first 
be screened by Dr. Green to make sure they 
are legal and not repetitive. 

Dr. Green said there are 60 superintendent 
searches in Michigan this year and the 
MASB is doing about 20. 

At Monday’s meeting he asked the 
audience the following questions: 

What are you most proud of? What are 
some of the challenges? What background 
do you want the candidates to have? 
Describe the individual you want for 
superintendent. 

After the answers had been called out 
and he took notes, he said, “You are not 
different from other places. You’ve got 
some healing that needs to occur. That will 
happen... 

“I will come back next week at 7 p.m. 
and report to you on the survey.” He said 
the online survey closes at 2 p.m. Friday, 
April 15, and he’ll get the report by 4 p.m. 
that day so he can bring it to the April 18 
meeting. 


Dr. Green said some candidates will be 
looking for a larger school district to lead 
and Van Buren Public Schools has about 
5,200 students. 

“They know there are problems that have 
to be resolved,” Dr. Green said. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard a report on Belleville High 
School focusing on how staff members 
are handling the new state tests, the 
achievement gap, and the school’s new 
culture. The presentation was by Principal 
Abdul Madyun and Assistant Principals 
Falisadoll Green, Stacey Buhro, and Dan 
Wright; 

e Approved the retirement as of June 30 
of Savage teacher Lori Diacomo after 30 
years of service; and 

e Approved the resignation of Tanyea 
Johnson, after 3 4% years of service in the 
Transportation Department as of March 18; 
and approved the hiring of Lenore Sykes as 
part-time secretary at Savage Elementary 
School, starting April 6.

District Library 
Board opts for 

$14 million project 


After more than two hours of discussion 
Tuesday night, the Belleville Area District 
Library Board voted unanimously to seek 
bonds totaling $14 million to build a new 
library in downtown Belleville. It is expected 
to be about 31,900 square feet in size. The 
Sumpter facility is included in the cost. 

Needed to pay off this bond would be 
average millage of .74 for 20 years or .65 
mill for 25 years — yet to be determined. 
This request will be on the November 
General Election ballot. The building would 
be constructed for the amount the board felt 
the public could endorse. 

The 2014 request for a new library on the 
DNR property on the lake was $19 million 
for 45,000 square feet, including the Sumpter 
facility. Voters said no. 

After the defeat, the library board has cut 
about one-third of the cost to see if voters 
would approve something smaller in the 
city. 

Board Treasurer Tanya Stoudemire said the 
new request would be $5 million less than 
what the board asked for before, which she 
felt might be acceptable to voters. Attorney 
John Day said the board asked a total of 
about 2 mills last time and the new request 
would total about 1.4 mills. He included the 
.7 mill for operating costs the library has 
until 2022. 

The board also voted to retain bond counsel 
to get started. Board members already are 
reaching out to the community to get support 
for the ballot proposal.

Combs responds to 
Trustee McClanahan 


Trustee McClanahan; 

The reading of your “statement” at 
the April 5th Board Meeting violated 
Van Buren Township Meeting 
Conduct Policy, Resolution 2013-05 as 
follows: 

Page 3 of the policy, paragraph entitled 
Agendas & Meeting Materials, states 
“The Township Supervisor shall review 
and approve all items to be placed upon 
the agenda of the Board of Trustees. Upon 
written request, any two or more board 
members may also place items upon the 
agenda for Board consideration.” We have 
an established procedure for this process: 
a Request for Board Action is prepared by 
the person(s) seeking the action; it is then 
submitted to the Supervisor for approval 
according to an established time line. I did 
receive your email(s), but no Request for 
Board Action. I discussed your request 
with the Clerk and Treasurer and we agreed 
that we did not see the need to discuss 
the subject at yet another public meeting. 
Further, I called all four Trustees and two of 
the four agreed with us, a third was open to a 
discussion and_you did not return my call. 

You violated the same policy by offering 
offensive material as your statement 
expressed personal attacks on not only the 
three full-time electeds, but the entire board! 
Specifically, you attacked us because the 
majority of us disagreed with your political 
views regarding the millage. 

It is the Supervisor’s responsibility to 
propose ballot language to the Board 
for approval. It is also the Supervisor’s 
responsibility to propose the amount and 
the duration of a millage request, as well 
as a recommendation as to when it will be 
placed on the ballot. 

It is the Board’s responsibility to approve or 
reject the ballot language -- not to make the 
proposal. Contrary to your statement, I did 
seek input from the entire Board on whether 
or not to discuss the millage issue in a public 
forum prior to the August Primary Election. 
You did not respond, however the majority 
agreed that since the subject has already 
been discussed at length in open forums and 
has been debated in the local newspaper it 
would serve no useful purpose to rehash it 
yet again. 

We have given the public the opportunity 
to comment on at least two occasions, as 
well. I can’t speak for the rest of the Board, 
but my reason for wanting to wait until after 
the August Primary was that I didn’t want 
prospective candidates to use this important 
topic as campaign rhetoric in an attempt to 
get elected. As the time nears for it to be 
placed before the Board and ultimately the 
public, further discussions will occur.

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Finally, your comparison of crime in 
Van Buren Township to that of Detroit is 
ludicrous!

School Board President 
reports no resolution yet 
to fate of 5 teachers

After a half-hour, closed-door session 
before Monday’s regular meeting of 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education, School Board President Brent 
Mikulski made a brief statement. 

He told the crowd of about 50 that 
the school districts attorneys and the 
representatives of the Michigan Education 
Association continue to meet. They are 
reviewing details and, “the parties remain 
hopeful.” 

The five Savage Elementary School 
teachers removed from their classrooms in 
December by former School Supt. Michael 
Van Tassel have been off the job on paid 
leave for more than 80 days, with substitute 
teachers filling in. 

Although Van Tassel has been removed 
from his position, the teachers are still out 
of the classrooms. The board president 
issued a statement in March that said 
they would be reinstated after details are 
worked out between the district attorneys 
and the MEA. 

At the beginning of Monday’s meeting, 
as the Checks Payable were approved, 
Board Trustee Sherry Frazier pointed out 
the district’s attorney bills are approaching 
$100,000, which is taking away from the 
instructional budget. 


We, the residents of Van Buren Township, 
have witnessed firsthand what township 
governance looks like when our township 
supervisor takes office armed with only the 
desire to be the supervisor, and without a 
plan to govern. 

We need change in Van Buren Township 
government.

the other at the International Association of 
Fire Chiefs. 

Chief Besson held up Henderson’s fire 
jacket that showed melted debris still 
embedded in the coat. The jacket was brand 
new, less than a week old, the first time he 
wore it to that fire. 

“John is a humble person and says any 
other fire fighter would make the same 
decision,” Chief Besson said. 

Amariyana Wells, the two-year-old girl 
rescued from the flames, was present at 
the ceremony and her uncle Lorenzo Wells 
read a poem he wrote to thank Henderson 
for helping the girl. It ended: “... You will 
ever be engraved in our hearts... Thank 
you.” 

Chief Besson said after crawling into the 
fire to find the girl and bringing her out, 
Henderson handed her over to Campbell, 
a trained paramedic, who began lifesaving 
procedures. Then, Henderson took off his 
coat and climbed into the driver’s seat of 
the Huron Valley Ambulance to drive it to 
the hospital while the two EMTs worked 
on the girl in the back. 

Henderson continued to visit the girl at 
the hospital until she was released.
